EVACUATION.  The  Urban  District  has  been  designated  a Reception  Area  under  the 
Government's  Evacuation  Scheme.  During  the  yoar  65  evacuated  persons  were 
accommodated  in  privato  dwellinghouses  within  the  district.  Tho  number  was  made 
up  as  follows  x Unaccompanied  children  4-2 ; accompanied  children  10$  mothers 
5;  other  adults  8.  The  Llanelly  Rural  District  Council  have  established  Sick 
Bays  at  Fel infeel,  Llanelly,  whoro  minor  cases  of  sickness  aro  treated.  In  the 
event  of  serious  accidents  or  operations,  the  patients  are  admitted  into  the 
Llanelly  General  Hospital,  the  Glanamman  Hospital  or  the  Carmarthen  Infirmary, 

The  number  of  children  treated  in  the  Sick  Bays  has  been  remarkably  small  and 
there  have  been  but  few  cases  of  serious  illness.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
have  acquired  premises  in  the  centre  of  tho  Town  which  have  boon  opened  as  a 
Social  and  Welfare  Centre  for  tho  eva.cueos.  Unaccompanied,  accompanied;  raid 
Make  and  Mend,  Sewing  and  knitting  classes  are  hold  twice  weekly  in  the  Centre 
and  garments  are  distributed  to  Hospitals  and  to  tho  Sorvices.  All  the 
arrangements  in  connection  with  the  health,  welfare  and  general  comfort  of  the 
evacuees  have  proceeded  smoothly  and  satisfactorily.
